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JAPAN WILL GIVE

Possession of the Russian Stronghold and Com- 
mand of the Railway to Harbor Are the 
Objects Sought by the Japanese 
Military Commanders. 


LONDON, F®b. 17.—The supreme —{ 


of the Japanese now is the capture 


of the strong. .hold at Port . Arthur 


and the destruction of. the Manchur- 
ian railroad, in as many places as pos- 
sible.. These two. things accomplished, 
Japan believes the war would practically 
be over. But between now and that ac- 
complishment there is much hard fighting 
and a possibility of defeat for both: sides. 
War strategists of all:nationalities, many 
of whom.arfe now ‘in London, believe .no 
sacrifice of men is too great for Japan to 
mak«. tf she he's. even. a: chanece to gali 
Port Arthur. A ldéss of 30,000 soldiers, more 
or less, would amount to nothing in view 
of the great advantage which would ac- 
crue from the occupation,of that fortress. 
Already Janan has made . st:enuous ei. 
forts to throw thousands of men _ into 
southern Manchuria, within less. than one 
hendred milet of Port A’ thur 

The Pussians are in a hard position. 
With hundreds of miles of coast to guard 
to prevent the lancing of troops, with an 
attack on Port Arthur expected, and the 
Manchurian border along the Yalu to 
protect, it is necessary to spread their 
forces over a wide territory. This makes 
it all the easier for a Japanese force to be 
landed, say war experts, and they con- 
sider it wonderful that such stubborn re- | 
sistance has already been met. 


The reports. that the Japanese have 
concentrated about 60,000 troops at Won- 
son (on the east coast of Corea), 
with the object of entering Manchuria, 
are confirmed. The column will cross 
the Yalu north of Ping Yang, and 
create a diversion in the region of Harbin, 


on the Manchurian Railway, where Yi- 


ceroy Alexieff has established his head- 
quarters. 
Harbin is on the Sungari river at the 


junction of. the Manchurian branch of the 


Siberian Railway and the Chinese eastern 
branch, where it starts south to Dalny, 
Port Arthur being distant from the last 
point 600 miles. 

It is distinctly a Russian city, as though 
it were located in the heart of Russia, and 
none but Russians and Chinese are per-* 
mitted to own land, construct buildings, or 
engage in any permanent enterprise. 

On the Yalu river the Russian army has 


in its.rear a line of mountains, and the t 


Yalu in its front. This army must be sup- 
plied by water from Port Arthur or over- 
land from points on the railway from Har- 
bin to Port Arthur. The march of a Jap- 
anese army on Harbin would break the 
supply line of this army, as well as cut Port 
Arthur off from the north. Therefore mili- 
tary and naval men are looking for de- 
velopments between Wiju, at the mouth of 
the Yalu, and Kin-Chow, fifty or more 
miles north of Port Arthur.

RUSSIANS HANDLED THE KORIETZ VERY SKILLFULLY. 


One sub-lieutenant was killed in the conning tower of the Variag. 

The Korietz was little hurt and her crew sige uninjured. She fired her 
eight-inch guns alternately, being handled very skillfully, while the Variag at- 
tempted to use an island as protection. , 

A shell, however, disabled the Variag’s steering gear and her captain then re- 
solved to attempt to run ashore on his return to the harbor so as to avoid capture 
and destruction. 

The Variag, however, was hampered in her attempt to escape by the necessity 
of remaining near her slower consort. Both ships returned to the harbor, the 
Variag showing a heavy list. The cruiser anchored 300 yards from the Talbot, the 
Korietz lying further in. The ships fired at the Japanese while retreating, but the 
Japanese refrained from firing. 

On the approach of the Russians, the British, French and Italian vessels cleared 
for action, but when the doomed ships had anchored the British ship Talbot dispatched 
surgeons to her in boats. Other warships and the Holt line steamer also sent aid. 


PITIFUL SCENES AT REMOVAL OF THE WOUNDED. 


The scenes on the removal of the wounded were indescribably pitiable. 

Most of the wounded were injured in many places, but the men showed fortitude 
and there was complete order. Great difficulty was, however, experienced in taking 
the wounded into boats. 

Russian officers praise the precision of the Japanese fire, but the English ex- 
perts declare that much fire was wasted on both sides. 

The Japanese now left the vessels alone and the captain of the Variag declared 
his intention of destroying the ships. The men were accordingly removed to foreign 
warships. : 

The Americans refrained from attending the naval conference or taking any part 
in the demonstration, although some wounded were taken on board the Vicksburg. 

When the Korietz was blown up there were two sharp explosions, one forward 
and one aft. A mass of flame rose 100 feet high and then came the smoke mounting 


to the heavens. As the noise of the explosion died away, voices of Russians were 
‘heard across the waters of the bay singing the national] anthem.

CHEMULPO, Feb. 17.—According to mili- 
tary officials here the Japanese have now 
rolied their battle front along a line some 
distance south of the Yalu river. 

This is their fighting front. The line 
which they are moving to hold stretches 
much further than this, and ranges from 
the great wall of China to Viadivostok. 

Their fighting front is almost entirely con- 
cerned with Corea. There are two lines;

Eighteen races are offered 
during the day as sas for speculation. 


MADISON POOLROOM 
IS LIKE A BIG BARN. 


The Madison poolroom is an immense 
barn, unpainted, unadorned inside or out, 
a hard place to get at, and a harder place 
to get from. It is located a-mile south 
of the business part of the town, and is 
a large, rambling one-story frame structure 
set in the middle of what at one time was 
a big field. 

It is a mile from the trolley car track, 
and a mile from the railroad depots. Many 
of the players patronize ramshackle hacks 
and 'buses on their way to the room; most 
of them walk back, leaving the vehicles for 
the men alt the receiving end of the bet- 
ting. 

The building is L-shaped. The poolroom 
occuples the main part; the bar is in the 


L. The cashier, the blackboard, ticket 
writers, telegraph operator, “dope book” 
and lunch room are arranged against the 
south wall, the cashier being boxed up in 
a room to himself at the east end, and be- 
ing a much harder person to get at than 
are the ticket writers, who shout invita- 
tions to “come up and back ‘em” from 
ample openings in the low partition which 
separates the working force from the space 
in which the betters and the touts move 
about, watch the board, swear at the tele- 
graph instrument and explain how it hap- 
pened that the wrong horse came in first. 

A huge stove occupies the center of the 
room, and along the west and north walls 
are benches and chairs for a limited num- 
ber of patrons of the place. The bar does 
not do a rushing business, and the bar- 
keeper has ample opportunity to stand in 
the doorway, watch the board, and help 
in “picking the winners.”’ 

Everybody in Madison knows where the 
poolroom is; its existence and operation 
are In no way a secret. The trolley car 
conductors, railroad employes, druggists, 
saloonkeepers, merchants and every other 
class of citizens can, without hesitation, 
direct the visitor to ft. 

If the law officers of the town and coun- 
ty do not know where it is and how it ts 
operated, they are harrassed by an ignor- 
ance more dense than that which prevents 
the St. Louls “gambling squad’ from find- 
ing @ crars game downtown. 


STATE’S ATTORNEY DENIES

Fie had a sturdy frame, a strong arm, a 
level head and could field his job—hence 
he hung on. But Willie was no wonder. 
He has even been sneered at and up to 
three yars ago to win rcognition he had 
to use all his arts and then yas accorded 
scant measure of praise.

The Goulds and thé Rockefellers have 
prepared in partnership an exhibit for the 
Mines and Metalfurgy building at the 
World's Fair, which will show how ‘they 
are spending and making millions in the 
mines of Colorado. As 

During the past two years they have se- 
eured control of the coal and tron fields 
of the state and built up a great plant at 
Pucblo, in which they convert the raw 
products of their mines into the finished 
Bessemer steel, steel rails and other prod- 
ucts of commerce, 

In this « work they have invested §75,- 
000,000, and they are now planning to 
spend $14,000,000 in further improvements. 


Their exhibit will show how they ther 
ores from Colorado, Wyoming and New 
Mexico, and, using railroads which they 
control, concentrate raw materials at the 
Pueblo plant, where the finished product is 
turned out.’ 

From the mines they secure iron, coal, 
limestone, flour spar and ster, which 
are used in making the iron and steel 
products of commerce, hese ores will be 
shown in their original state and in various 
stages thrcugh which they pass before 
ready for sale. 

Photographs will show the great furnaces 
in which the work of transformation takes 
rlace. Here in addition to the ores more 
water is used daily than is consumed by 
the entire city of Denver in. the same time, 
The use of this water for cooling purposes 
will be shown. 

The finished products of.the Gould -Rocke- 
feller plants include Bessemer stee} raile 
wire rods and many other aurticles of steel 
manufacture. Théy are, In tact, competi- 
tors of the Carnegie milis in the East and 

the steel trust. 
“tne Gould-Rockefeller concern was built 
up in the past two yeore after an effort to 
secure control of e irom and coal re- 
sources of Coloraéd. John W, Gates was 
their chief opponent, and the battle in the 
stock markets attracted the attention of 


the entire country.

Work of the Boys’ Home Established 
HE story of the Boys’ Home, which 
¥: has bene established by the city of 
Cleveland for the homeless young 
first offenders who are brought before the 
juvenile court, is interesting. The farm, 
which h&as been secured for the home, 
is situated in a secluded spot in the 
conntry, 23 miles from the city and 
within éasy access of the suburban railway. 
The’‘revenue for its support is derived from 
a tax levy. and its management becomes a 
regular department of the city govern- 
ment. 

Instead of the boys being crowded to- 
gether in-one large building, as is the instt- 
tutional idea, they will be divided among 
the cottages in groups of eight or ten each. 
In charge of one cottage will be the car- 
penter and his wife, of another the teacher 
and his wife, and of still another the farm- 
er and his wife. Thus each cottage will be 
a home by itself, separate and apart from 
the others. The effort will be to train the 
boys so that. they will cling to the familly 
life, and, when men, naturally take their 

In the main building are.two large recita- 
fitted up with desks, maps, charts and many 
other things necessary to the modern school 
room. Here for five hours of the day the 
boys are under he care of a teacher who 
inatructs them in ajl the essential. branches 
taneht In the public schools. In addition 
to their regular school work, they will ob. 


diers, it is not the best to be pursued in 
training them for citizens. As far as is 
practical and expedient the plan of self- 
government is practiced, and thus far it 
has proved to be most efficacious. At first 
it is difficult for them to rid themselves 
of the idea that this is a penal institution, 
and that they are to be subjected to 
the same rough treatment to which they 
have been accustomed. One of the new 
boys said to one of the old ones: “I ex- 
pect youse get lots of lickings down here.”’ 
“No, we don't,’ said the other, “but we 
have to do what he says."’ 

The boy was quite right when he said 
they did not get ‘“‘lickings,’’ for it is felt 
that the old methods of flogging a boy 
tends to destroy his self-respect and to 
make him morose, sullen and revengeful. 
The unruly ones are sent to bed on a diet 
of bread and water. there to meditate in 
quiet on thelr conduct. 

The feeling of responsibility 
increased by making each boy, as far as 
possible, accountable fer some particular 
task. Some have charge of the cows, oth- 
ers of the horses, others work !n the flelds, 
and upon others devolve household tasks. 
Thus very early in his life at the home 
the boy is made to feel that he is a neces- 
vary part of the littl community. He 
comes to have a deep interest In tts vari- 
oous duties and activities, to take a pride 
in having everything “go off well.” 

With all the study and work there is 
a wide margin left for play. which is so

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“OFFICIAL DENIAL 


EE 


Among the mahy difficulties against 
which the Wall street reporter has to con- 
tend is the “official denial,” says the Wall 
Street Journal. He may have learned from 
trustworthy sources of information the 
particulars of some important financial 
transaction. But when he takes his in- 
formation to the presidént of the corpora- 
tion or the banker whom it most concerns, 
he is met with a denial of its truth. The 
reporter is in a dilemma. [If he does not 
print the information he has obtained, he 
may be doing an injury to the newspaper 
which he serves, and to the public which 
it serves. If he does print it, he is subject 
to the charge of reporting what high of- 
ficials have denounced as untrue. 

So often has the official denial been re- 
ported as the last refuge of a finan- 
cler struggling against publicity, that it 
has now come to have very light weight 
with the public, which pays little attention 
to the denial. Thus high finance pays the 
penalty of deceit, for if a report is actually 
untrue, its abilty to kill the rumor by a 
denial has been greatly diminished by its 
previous denials of things that were true. 

It may well’ be asked whethér high 
finance would not fare better in the long 
runif it dealt with the public through its 
representative, the reporter, in srincerity, 
and in truth. 

Theoretically, most business men favor 


publicity. Even Mr. Rockefeller, who does 
not like publicity for himself, likes it about 
other people, and Mr. Rockefeller is a type 
of a large class of fianciers who aappreciate 
the value of information of what other peo- 
ple are doing, but who resent any inquiry 
into what they are doing as an unwarrant- 
ed interference with their private business,

Now, many Wall street men. who, in 
a measure, appreciate this fact, adopt a 
policy for dealing with the financial re- 
porters that will best serve their own 
selfish purposes of reaching the public, 
without regard to the interests of 
others. 

So the experienced Wall street 
porter is constantly meeting with that 
type of financfer who. seeks," first, to 
use him. or failing in that, to deceive 
him. his “use” may not be throug 
corrupt means. It does not. necessar Y 
follow that there is an attempt-to bu 
the reporter, pgs a no doubt there 
Are instances in which puts ahd calls, 
and such things figure; but they at- 
tempt to control the reporter through 
occasional gifts of news. 


Reporters the Agents 


of the Public. 
‘It has been safd that the financial re- 
porter is an agent of publicity. But he is, 
or ought to be, the agent, not of the se-/ler, 


but of the buyer, not of the banker, but 
of the investor, not. of high finance, but 
of the great public. 
In such a capacity he becomes of far 
greater value to Wall street than if he be- 
came the mere subsidizéd fool of the finan- 
cial interests. For the more he earned 
the confidence of the public tHe more 
weight has what he writes with them, and 
the more weight his words the greater his 
vice to every legitimate interest of cap- 


Wall street must adopt this conception 
of the duty of the financial reporter and 
regulate its. conduct by it. What the re- 
porter wants is truth, the essential truth, 
not the truth that destroys. but that con- 
structs; not the truth that conceals wrong, 
but that makes for right. 

The way to deal with the financial re- 
porter is on the bas's of equality and con- 
a If he proves unworthy of that, 
close e doors against him. 

The worst way to deal with a reporter 
is to lie to him. If one can’t speak with- 
out deceit, gay nothing. Wall street has 
started on a season of reformation of some 
of its business methods. It is turning its 
back on its speculative excesses. Iet i 
also reform some of its ways in dealing 
with the agents of publicity. And it might
